£500,000 APPEAL 
FOR CANCER UNIT 


A £500,000 appeal was launched today towards the cost 
of a £2million Bone Cancer Centre at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital. 

The centre is to be built at The Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital, one 
of only five bone cancer specialist units in the country, to support pioneering treatment at 
the hospital. 

The hospital’s Foundation Trust has launched a £500,000 appeal towards the cost of the 
new dedicated centre for patients and their families. The trust will provide £1.5 million of 
the cost. 

The Tumour Unit at the orthopaedic hospital delivers a nationally specialised bone 
tumour service, with a catchment area covering nine million people.

Town’s anger 
at one-way 
review wait 

CIVIC leaders in a town in Mid Wales have 
blasted a council’s handling of a review into 
a controversial one-way system, branding it 
as disgusting. 

Welshpool Town Council said the town’s 
one-way system, introduced to a negative 
reaction last year, is ‘flawed’ and town clerk 
Robert Robinson has written an angry let¬ 
ter to officials at Powys County Council 
demanding answers. 

The county council began a review of the 
system earlier this year, but it has been held 
up due to elections and a new cabinet sys¬ 
tem coming into place. 

But town council members say they are 
disgusted with the way the town council and 
residents have been treated over the issue. 

Mr Robinson’s letter says: “The council 
wishes to express its disgust at the way the 
town and the residents of the town and 
Welshpool Town Council have been treated 
over this review. There has been little or no 
contact with the town council on progress. 

“The town council is still supportive of a 
one way system subject to changes. The sys¬ 
tem, in our view, is flawed. Faults need to be 
addressed as a matter of urgency.” 

John Evans, Powys County Council 
spokesman, said the council would be study¬ 
ing the review in the coming weeks before 
presenting it to the town council. 


The new Oswestry Bone Cancer Centre 
will provide a dedicated environment, 
specifically designed for the care of patients 
with bone and soft tissue sarcoma and 
metastatic disease - where cancer spreads 
to other organs. 

It will include en-suite rooms, treatment 
and relaxation areas and a garden reflection 
space. 

It is hoped that the new centre, planned to 
be located near the main entrance, will be 
for completion by January 2014. 

The appeal was being launched at the hos¬ 
pital tonight, Thursday. 

Support 

Chief executive, Wendy Farrington 
Chadd, said: “We encourage people to sup¬ 
port this appeal and help us create a state- 
of-the-art facility to treat patients with bone 
and soft tissue cancer. We really need the 
facilities to match the first class care we pro¬ 
vide in Oswestry.” 

Consultant heading the unit, Mr Paul 
Cool, said: “Bone tumours and soft tissue 
sarcomas are very rare in occurrence and 
this means it is easy for them to go unde¬ 
tected. 

“Additionally in treating metastatic dis¬ 
ease, patients really need an extended range 
of facilities and as a specialist hospital, we 
have access to all investigations, CT, MRI, 
ultrasound and bone scans plus soft tissue 
or bone sample biopsies.” 

Fundraising for the centre is literally hit¬ 
ting the ground running. 

Appeal director, Gwilym Owen said: 
“Already we have 30 people running the 
London Marathon for the Appeal. Our ini¬ 
tial corporate donation has come from Ifor 
Williams Trailers in Corwen and we hope 
this is the first of many local contributions. 
Individuals and community groups are wel¬ 
come to organise their own fundraising 
events.”

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Fire safety campaign in 
help neighbours plea

FIREFIGHTERS are urging people to be good 
neighbours as part of their latest campaign. 
Mid and West Wales Fire and Rescue Service 
is calling on communities to look out for their 
elderly, vulnerable and disabled neighbours. 

The Be A Good Neighbour campaign has been launched 
by the service’s risk reduction department to make sure 

people do their bit to keep 
themselves, their family and 
community safe from fire. 

It also aims to inform peo¬ 
ple about the importance of 
having a properly fitted and 
working smoke alarm. 

The initiative is part of the 
service’s community risk 
reduction plan to cut acci¬ 
dental deaths and injuries 
from fire in the home. 

Neil Evans, community 
safety manager for South 
Powys, said: “The people we 
want to target are the most 
vulnerable people in our 
communities such as the eld¬ 
erly, disabled, people living 
alone. These are people who 
are most likely to have a fire 
in the home, receive an 
injury or even die in a fire. 

“As a member of the com¬ 
munity people could assist 
us in identifying these peo¬ 
ple. 

“All we ask is that people 
ask anyone who they think 
would benefit from a home 
fire safety check to contact 
us, or to seek their permis¬ 
sion to pass on their contact 
details to us.” 

The process involves a fire 
safety check, and the supply 
and fitting of smoke alarms. 

The service is free and 
people can visit www.maww- 
fire.gov.uk for a free home 
fire safety check. 

Community safety sup¬ 
port manager Beverley 
Davies said: “We want every¬ 
one to celebrate Christmas 
and the new year safely, so 
please get friends and neigh¬ 
bours to request a free home 
fire safety check.” Email

CHILDREN at a village pri¬ 
mary school have become 
wannabe entrepreneurs to 
help a youngster in Africa 
get an education.

Students 
dig deep 
to help 
woodland 


STUDENTS from Llanfyllin 
High School were digging 
deep last week, helping to 
restore one of the most sig¬ 
nificant ancient parklands 
in Wales. 

The history of the Bodfach 
Estate on the edge of the 
town stretches back to 1160 
but recent research by the 
Woodland Trust revealed 
that many of the old and 
mature trees had disap- 


Simon and Maggie 
Baynes, owners of the estate 
since 2007, have now 
planted 60 parkland trees, 
with the help of the Wood¬ 
land Trust and pupils at the 
school. 

Among the trees planted 
were oaks, white willows, 
cedars, copper beech 
sycamore and sweet chest¬ 
nut as part of the celebra¬ 
tions of the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee. 

The trees also had to be 
protected from grazing ani¬ 
mals by large guards and 
stakes. 

Mr Baynes, said: “As the 
owners of such an historic 
estate we feel a huge respon¬ 
sibility, not just to protect 
what is here already, but to 
add to it for the benefit of 
future generations. 

“The pupils really got 
stuck in and enjoyed playing 
their part in this important 
restorative community proj¬ 
ect.”

Criticism over 
council’s use 
of consultants 


A RETIRED businessman is calling on 
Shropshire council to stop using consultants 
and advisers which, he says, eat up taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. 

Russell Cadwallader ran his haulage com¬ 
pany in Oswestry for decades before hand¬ 
ing the reins over to his sons. 

He said he would never have considered 
getting consultants in to help him with the 
business. 

Now aged 81, Mr Cadwallader has urged 
the leader of Shropshire Council, Mr Keith 
Barrow, to cut out the use of consultants and 
‘partner agencies’. 

Mr Cadwallader said he wanted to see the 
council make more use of the skills of its own 
staff and less use of outside consultants. 

“The council has some good staff yet is 
opts to bring in consultants. In all my years 
running a business it would not have entered 
my head to use consultants,” he said. 

Councillor Keith Barrow, leader of Shrop¬ 
shire Council, said: “We introduced a new 
protocol for the use of consultants earlier 
this year, which means that any appoint¬ 
ments are very carefully considered before 
being approved. 

“I wholeheartedly agree that we have 
excellent people working at the council, and 
indeed a consultant position was recently 
filled by an internal promotion, but with the 
slimming down of our senior management it 
is the case that sometimes we need external 
expertise for certain specialised projects, 
which can actually end up saving us money 
in the long run.”

“It gives young people in Oswestry and 
from the surrounding area a place of their 
own, the opportunity to take part in a 
range of activities and benefit from impor¬ 
tant information, advice and guidance.” 

Councillor Barrow said: “This was a fit¬ 
ting opening to this new centre. 

“I’m really pleased that young people 
will be able to see their ideas brought to 
life.” 

Commitment 

Councillor Karen Burgoyne said: 
“Everyone involved has shown immense 
commitment and enthusiasm. They should 
all be extremely proud of the part they 
have played in this exciting, ground-break¬ 
ing project.” 

The centre was opened to the public in 
October and replaced the old Centre North 
West site in Oak Street. 

The building is energy-efficient and has 
lots of eco credentials including biomass 
heating, rain water harvesting, solar heat¬ 
ing and heat exchangers. 

Young people, supported by youth work¬ 
ers, have helped with its design, plans for 
how it will be used, colours, furniture and 
equipment. 

St John’s Ambulance, Fusion Arts 
Oswestry (FAO) and Shropshire Youth 
Association also use the building. 

The centre has been built on land leased 
to Shropshire Council by Oswestry Town 
Council. 

The project was given a £2,115,877 grant 
by the Big Fund in April 2011. 

Then another £470,000 was given by 
Department for Education for co-locating 
a range of important services for young 
people. Shropshire Council has also made 
contributions.

Agency are working closely on this issue.” 

Montgomeryshire Wildlife Trust said the 
Plynlimon Project was a long-term scheme 
aimed at improving diversity on the river 
and helping flood relief.

AN ELDERLY man had to flee a fire at his home in Oswestry after he 
fell asleep while heating up a meal. 

The man had put a fish supper in the oven of his ground-floor kitchen before falling 
asleep in the living room. 

He was awoken by smoke alarms and a quick-thinking neighbour helped him to escape 
the property. 

The man, who has not been named, was 
treated for the effects of breathing in smoke 
by paramedics and spent the night with a 
carer. 

Fire crews and paramedics were called to 
the incident on Welsh Walls in Oswestry 
shortly before 6.15pm on Saturday. 

Nine firefighters in two fire engines from 
Oswestry were sent to the scene. 

The kitchen suffered significant damage 
and other areas of the property were dam¬ 
aged by smoke. 

Asleep 

Russell Hales, incident commander for 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service, said: 
“The elderly gentleman who owned the 
property had fallen asleep in his living room 
and left his fish supper in the cooker. The 
unattended food ignited. 

“Fortunately he had mains powered 
smoke alarm which roused him and a quick¬ 
witted neighbour helped him out of the 
property. 

“All the damage was confined to the 
kitchen area but there was some smoke 
damage to other parts of the property.” 

Mr Hales warned people not to leave cook¬ 
ing unattended. 

He said: “This time of year people are dis¬ 
tracted doing 1,001 things and getting ready 
for Christmas and accidents could happen.” 

He also reiterated the importance of hav¬ 
ing working smoke alarms fitted at home. 

“We have attended many incidents this 
year where there have been no working 
smoke alarms,” he said.

Frustrated 

‘LET THE train take the strain’ 
used to be British Rail’s slogan 
and then came ‘This is the age of 
the train’ and then ‘We’re getting 
there’. 

The re-branded Network Rail is not so 
brash and keeps its marketing low profile, 
which is no surprise if the service we get in 
Mid Wales and North Shropshire is typical. 

Ok, so finally there is confirmation that a 
direct rail link will be up and running 
between London and Shrewsbury within 12 
months, but what happens if you want to go 
to Gobowen or Mid Wales? 

And what happened to the promised 
hourly service from Shrewsbury to the Mid 
Wales coast? We’re told it should come by 
2015 but I for one won’t be holding my 
breath in anticipation. 

Proposals for an hourly service were first 
mooted in 2006, and the Welsh Assembly’s 
national transport plan scheduled it to start 


by increasing strain of 



in 2011. It announced a £13 million project 
to improve the Cambrian Line in 2007. 

But Network Rail has had problems with 
the signalling system, after it became the 
first railway in Britain to use it in 2010. 

Travelling by rail can be a pleasant expe¬ 
rience but it can also be frustrating. 

Getting from Welshpool to London for an 
early meeting is not only extremely costly 
but can require as many as three changes 
with very little in the way of services on offer 
- not even a cup of tea in some cases. 

A trip to the capital last week meant a car 


journey to Shrewsbury and a daily charge of 
over £4 in an overcrowded car park. If there 
is going to be a direct service to Shrewsbury 
surely a bigger car park must be high on the 
agenda. 

Pre-booking a seat proved a waste of time. 
Joining the connection at Birmingham New 
Street found a grossly overweight passenger 
snoring loudly in my seat and the pre¬ 
booked table covered in the sticky remains 
of his spilled drink. 

Luckily there were other seats available 
and the rest of the journey on the Virgin 
Train went without incident. 

The return trip was not so good. The pre¬ 
booked seating plan was again a waste of 
time. The electronic service was out of order 
until the train pulled away from Euston. 
When it came on hundreds of people were 
seated wrongly. 

Changing at Birmingham New Street was 
a disaster and put my fitness to the test. Pas¬ 
sengers were sent scurrying to three differ- 


train travel 

ent platforms as chaos prevailed and 
expected trains simply did not arrive. 

But I can count myself lucky not to have 
been travelling with London Midland Trains 
as trains between Shrewsbury and New 
Street were cancelled due to a lack of drivers. 

How does that work when the average pay 
for a driver on that line is over £35,000 per 
year? I might re-train. 

Perhaps the slogans should now be ‘let the 
train put you under strain’ and ‘we’ll get you 
there eventually.’

Astronomer's tribute to 
'irreplaceable' stargazer

AN astronomer from Mid Wales 
has paid tribute paid to stargazer 
Sir Patrick Moore who has died 
this week aged 89. 

Peter Shah, who is also a photographer for 
the Shropshire Star, often worked for Sir 
Patrick’s Sky At Night programme taking 
photographs of stars for the show. 

Mr Shah, of Meifod near Welshpool, said 
Sir Patrick was a ‘gentleman’ who was ‘irre¬ 
placeable’. 

The broadcaster passed away peacefully 
on Sunday at his home in Selsey, West Sus¬ 
sex, after being struck down by an infection. 

Sir Patrick inspired successive genera¬ 
tions of stargazers with his television series 
and wrote more than 60 books on astronomy. 

He celebrated the 55th anniversary of the 
BBC programme in April, with it becoming 
the longest running television series with 
the same presenter. 

Mr Shah today said: “He was a gentleman 
and was really down to earth. He said he 
would always keep going making his pro¬ 
grammes and writing for as long as he could 
and he did that, even though he couldn’t use 
his telescope for about the last 10 years. 

Amazing 

“He had an amazing life and had met some 
important people in history. When we were 
at his house he told me he was at a do with 
Albert Einstein. Einstein was a keen violin¬ 
ist and Patrick accompanied him on the 
piano. 

“He also met Neil Armstrong, Oliver 
Wright, and worked with the Apollo astro¬ 
nauts and the Russian cosmonauts.” 

Mr Shah said watching Sky At Night was 
one of the things that got him into astron¬ 
omy from a young age. 

He said: “I used to ask my parents if I 
could stay up and watch it and obviously 
they would say no because it was on late at 
night.

“So I used to sneak downstairs at mid¬ 
night or lam or whenever it was on and lis¬ 
ten to Patrick and then go outside and look 
at the sky to see what he was talking about. ” 

“His loss is going to leave a huge hole in 
the astronomy community - he is irreplace¬ 
able.” 

Queen guitarist Brian May, who holds a 
PhD in astrophysics, also paid tribute to Sir 
Patrick. 

He said: “Patrick was the last of a lost 
generation, a true gentleman, the most gen¬ 
erous in nature that I ever knew, and an 
inspiration to thousands in his personal life, 


and to millions through his 50 years of 
unique broadcasting.” 

Former BBC science correspondent and 
fellow astronomer Dr David Whitehouse 
said: “He was passionate, he was dedicated 
and had an unselfish love of astronomy and 
he passed that on to everybody who knew 
him and he came across. 

“He was not a professionally trained 
astronomer and yet did professional quality 
work, particularly when it came to mapping 
the Moon in the 1950s - I think every 
astronomer in the world owes something to 
Patrick Moore.”

However, a few 
weeks ago I was hit by a forklift truck that was operating outside the designated machinery area. I had to have time off for an injury to my leg which happened 
in the collision. I am sure I would be entitled to claim compensation but I am worried that if I put in a claim I might lose my job. The boss certainly wouldn’t 
contemplate offering me a permanent position. How long can I put off making a claim? 

A: Taking the step of making a claim can often lead to awkwardness in the workplace, however reasonable the employer. 

Adults usually have 3 years from the date of the injury to start the claim at court. There would be some considerable work that a solicitor would need to 
do before presenting the papers to court, so you would need to start the ball rolling as soon as possible. The work involved for the solicitor would include 
sending an initial letter to your employer giving the brief details of your claim, obtaining your medical records, considering any rehabilitation needs that you 
may have and obtaining a medical report from a medical professional to support your claim. Therefore, as you can see, it is certainly beneficial to your claim 
to contact a solicitor at the earliest possible stage.

Shop boss 
says high 
rates led 
to closure 

A SHOP that has served the 
people of Welshpool for more 
than a decade has shut with 
the loss of three jobs. 

Owners of Border Mobil¬ 
ity say the final straw was 
the business tax that put 
paid to running a viable 
business. 

Border Mobility was 
established in 2000 for peo¬ 
ple with disabilities and 
mobility problems. 

Father and son partner¬ 
ship, Steve and Ben Wood, 
took over the company in 
April 2005. 

It moved into premises in 
Church Street two years 
ago, supplying and main¬ 
taining mobility aids such as 
wheelchairs, scooters, pow- 
erchairs, rise-recline chairs, 
beds and stairlifts. 

Today Mr Steve Wood, 
from Four Crosses, said that 
the closure of more and more 
shops in Welshpool had had 
an effect on the number of 
shoppers in the town. 

The Co-op supermarket 
also shut its doors last week. 

He said: “But the straw 
that broke the camel’s back 
was the business rates. 
Because we were on the 
High Street the business 
rates were ridiculous. We 
simply could not make the 
business viable. We had to 
make staff redundant ear¬ 
lier this year and now the 
last three jobs are going.” 

The shop is now empty 
and Mr Wood said he was 
winding up the business.

The ceremony took place on December 4 at The Telegraph offices in London. Mr Roberts, 
74, was nominated by Effie Cadwallader, also from the village, who said with the nearest 
ambulance station being 20 minutes away the first responders in the area were life savers. 

She said: “Not anyone can do this job. It 
requires a special type of person, who is not 
only knowledgeable but also quick-think¬ 
ing, sensible, calm, compassionate, discreet 
and able to deal with all sorts of situations.” 

Mr Roberts has been a volunteer since the 
scheme began 11 years ago, responding for 
at least six hours a day and seldom taking a 
holiday. He has attended 1,500 emergencies 
in the communities around his village, St 
Martins.

Mr Roberts said he started volunteering 
after he retired in 1997. 

He also delivers therapeutic care at the 
Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Hospital’s 
spinal injuries unit, and volunteers as an 
athletics coach in schools. 

The awards were created by The Sunday 
Telegraph, in partnership with Waitrose, to 
highlight the work of those who give their 
time to help others. 

Entries included individuals working 
unpaid in sports clubs, charities, museums, 
youth projects, parish churches, community 
shops, Scout groups and animal sanctuar¬ 
ies.

Anger over lack of power line detail 


A COUNCILLOR fighting plans to set 
up power lines across the Shropshire 
and Mid Wales countryside has claimed 
National Grid officials have given ‘no 
satisfactory explanation’ for the plans. 

Councillor Steve Haworth, a mem¬ 
ber of West Felton Parish Council, said 
National Grid officials had offered Tit¬ 
tle new information’ about the plans 
when they met parish councillors from 
West Felton and nearby Whittington 
behind closed doors recently. 

He has written to north Shropshire 


MP Owen Paterson to update him of 
the outcome of the meeting and to call 
for his help. 

In his letter Councillor Haworth 
asked how the public could be expected 
to support the project when there has 
been ‘no satisfactory explanation’ why 
National Grid had chosen this corridor. 

He also believes no business case had 
been presented to show why the wind 
farm and ‘lengthy connection’ was 
viable. National Grid wants to build a 
400,000 volt electricity line across the 


Shropshire border to feed electricity, 
generated from wind farms in Mid 
Wales, into the national power net¬ 
work. 

Its proposed route is from an elec¬ 
tricity substation at Cefn Coch near 
Welshpool, via Llansanttfraid, south of 
Llanymynech and Oswestry to Lower 
Frankton where it will join the power 
company’s main network. The com¬ 
pany has not yet decided whether the 
lines should go overhead or under¬ 
ground.

A NEW community ambulance station with a 
dedicated emergency response team has 
opened at the health centre in Oswestry. 

The new facility is based at the centre, off Gobowen Road, 
and medics started using it last week. 

This means for the first time Oswestry now has its own 
dedicated emergency response team. 

The new station replaces the former one in Morda Road,

It is also the new home for 
the town’s team of dedicated 
community paramedics who 
started operating at the 
beginning of October. The 
team of five will now be 
based at the new community 
ambulance station round- 
the-clock. 

Trained to an advanced 
level they can immediately 
assess and treat more 
patients who traditionally 
would have had to go to A&E 
for the same service. 

Shifts 

One of the town’s CPs is 
45-year-old Tony Hall. He is 
a local resident with 13 years 
experience within the ambu¬ 
lance service including para¬ 
medic shifts with Midlands 
Air Ambulance based at Cos- 
ford. 

He said: “This station is in 
a better location and is in a 
better part of town to 
respond from. 

“Being at the health cen¬ 
tre, the minor injuries unit is 
here with X-ray facilities 
which we can refer our 
patients to. 

“We have a good relation¬ 
ship with the minor injuries 
unit here. 

“Oswestry has more 
ambulance service cover 
now than ever before. In the 
past, if an ambulance crew 
was sent to a call they would 
have routinely taken the 
patient to hospital meaning 
we were out of the town for 
two to three hours. 

“Now, by treating more 
patients at home, we are 
away from the ambulance 
station for a much shorter 
space of time.”

“Lots of people coming into the vet centre have been coo¬ 
ing over them. 

“Their mother got killed on the road when they were 
just two weeks old. I have looked after them ever since. I 
want to give them a home for Christmas. They are ready 
to go.”

Thinking caps on 
for a festive quiz 


IT’S December, it’s Christmas and 
therefore it’s quiz time! (and no, the illus¬ 
tration won’t help you much this week). 

Dried fruits, nuts and berries are a winter, festive 
favourite, but there is a tree associated with these 
that will be on very few people’s lists. It lives here in 
North Shropshire and if its berries are eaten, its 
fruit ingested, its bark consumed or its sawdust 
inhaled, it can induce vomiting, diarrhoea and 
death. It is a superstitious tree and yet it has been 
used for medical reasons and by Salopian craftsmen 
for centuries. Surely then we should all know of 
what entity I speak? 

Not so. This tree doesn’t endear itself to us 
through scented petals or exude prominence 
through its height. It is relatively pretty and yet the 
best time to see it is not spring or early summer, but 
right now, in the depths of winter. 

It may be alluring in legend and its fruits; striking, 
but for those gardeners in the know, it is often 
unearthed and disentombed; an unwelcome guest in 
their back yard. 

Mysterious 

If you’re still pondering the identity of this myste¬ 
rious shrub, then perhaps I can help in my profes¬ 
sional capacity. Us artists... or at least those of us 
with a slightly higgledy-piggledy mind-set, occasion¬ 
ally turn to hallucinogens (I must interject dear 
reader, I don’t speak from personal experience... 
although it may well help my artwork!). But artists 
also use charcoal, even if it’s not the sole method in 
their madness. 

Hallucinogens and fine charcoal both derive from 
the tree in question and what’s more, if I were an 
ancient cave artist, I may have used this plant for 
one further use. The crushed fruits are so poisonous 
to mammals, that many tribes used to use it (and 
still do in parts of Africa) as a deadly paste with 
which to tip their arrow heads. 

Lastly, the other name for this bizarre tree, is 
Prickwood. It was used to make spindles for spin¬ 
ning wool and bobbins for lace-making - which are 
usually considered female crafts and were of vital 



importance to everyday lives in ancient times. The 
hard wood can be whittled into a very sharp point 
and was also useful for sharp pegs and skewers. 

And with that, I’ve given you enough clues, it’s 
the spindle tree. The winter fruits of the spindle 
tree are very distinctive and cannot easily be mis¬ 
taken for any other British tree or bush. And it’s 
the fruits in particular that were used medicinally 
as a purging agent for the body’s digestive system, 
to put it politely. 

However it seems to be a tree that us lovers of 
nature within our gardens, wrestle with. It’s a bit 
of an oxymoron to realise that the infamous pink 
berries were formerly dried, baked and powdered to 
use as insect killer and were particularly useful for 
the eradication of head-lice. 

An oxymoron because the spindle itself attracts 
many insects, not just by way of its flowers but as 
an important winter nesting site for black aphids. 
This in turn attracts our garden birds such as 
wrens and tits, yet come spring, all those remaining 
aphids disperse into the garden. 

Kill or cure, for better or for worse? The spindle 
tree is an enigma. Perhaps, as with all wild life, it’s 
best to appreciate this contradictory organism in 
the wild. 

May I suggest the banks of the Rea Brook as a 
good starting point? It’s pink and orange fruits are 
easy to find amongst the hawthorn, just don’t go 
around licking the bark or eating any of them!

OUR thanks go to our regular 
contributor Ray Farlow for 
allowing us to dip into his post¬ 
card collection and have a look 
at some of the images in his 
Oswestry album. 

Here are a trio for you to pore over and 
compare with the present day. One of 
them is a look down Church Street at 
2.55pm, according to the prominent clock 
on the left. This postcard was franked in 
Oswestry on October 13, 1909. 

The message on the back reads: “Dear 
E, This is our main street - What do you 
think of it? It doesn’t compare very 
favourably with your place, but still, it is 
the best we can boast of. King regards to 
all, from Frank.” 

Now you will naturally be wondering 
where it is to which Edwardian Oswestry 
was being so unfavourably compared, 
and you’ll probably be a bit surprised 
when you find out. 

The recipient of the postcard was one 
Miss Evelyn Bragg, of “Sherwell”, Caer- 
leon Road, Newport, Monmouthshire. 

Shop signs visible include for Bradley 
& Co’s Drapery Stores on the left; what 
looks like Peoples Boot Mart in the dis¬ 
tance, and there’s a flag or banner in the 
distance on the right which says Rem¬ 
nant Day-To-Day. 

Now we come to another shop, Clarke’s 
at 3 Church Street, according to a written 
note on the back of the postcard. 

It was, as you can see from the sign, 
baker and confectionery. This postcard 
was franked in Morda and the franking 
date is unclear, but may be 1915. 

Presumably the couple in the doorway 
are the shopkeepers. The large sign above 
says “Clarke Late Allmand”. 

This postcard was posted to a Miss 
Reeves, of 15 St Johns Hill, Ellesmere, 
and the message was: ‘Mistletoe Cottage, 
Gronwen. My Dear Emily, hope you are 
quite well as I am at presant (sic). We are

stroke by accommodating engine and battery 
in such a small car without compromising pas¬ 
senger or luggage space. 

The Yaris’s battery is 20 per cent smaller 
and 11kg lighter than that in the Auris. It is 
located entirely beneath the rear seats and 
barely intrudes into either passenger or boot 
space. 

And while compact it’s big on clever tech¬ 
nology with every element of the hybrid sys¬ 
tem been made smaller and lighter so that it 
can be fitted to Yaris without reducing space. 

Emissions 

The new development of Toyota’s Hybrid 
Synergy Drive system, uses a 1.5-litre WT-i 
petrol engine, nickel-metal hydride battery 
pack and CVT (continuously variable trans¬ 
mission). 

C02 emissions are just 79g/km for the T3 
and T4 models and 85g/km for the T Spirit 
meaning you’re doing your bit to save the 
planet when at the wheel. 

Combined cycle fuel consumption figures 
are 80.7mpg and 76mpg for the T Spirit CVT. 

Four option packs are available for T4 and 
T Spirit versions of Yaris Hybrid, neatly 
bundling complementary style and protection 
elements.

The Protection Pack provides mudflaps, 
Hybrid-branded floor mats, black side mould¬ 
ings and a boot liner.

The Style Pack adds Hybrid-branded alu¬ 
minium scuff plates and chrome-finished side 
sills and tailpipe trim. 

The Toyota Touch system can be upgraded 
to Toyota Touch and Go for £650, adding satel¬ 
lite navigation and advanced Bluetooth fea¬ 
tures, plus the ability to access Google Local 
Search and connected services, such as live 
parking and fuel price information. 

You can buy an entry-level Yaris Hybrid for 
less than £15,000 but what you have to 
remember is that there is not a lot about the 
performance to excite and to gain the best fuel 
figures you need to be in an urban environ¬ 
ment most of the time. 

The good news is that all models are in 
Band A for vehicle excise duty which means a 
zero annual charge. For company car drivers 
the benefit-in-kind tax rate is just 10 per cent. 

Whichever way you look at it the Yaris 
Hybrid makes sense and the change from 
petrol to battery power is almost seemless.

Bond fever boosts price ofDB5 


The usual huge crowd flocked to Bright- 
wells to see over 100 classic cars and 
motorcycles come under the hammer. 

Undeterred by difficult travelling conditions and wide¬ 
spread flooding in the run-up to the sale, bidding was keen 
for many lots and by the end of the day over 70 vehicles had 
found new homes in a sale which grossed almost £900,000. 

Given all the hype surrounding the 50th anniversary of 
the James Bond films and the recent ‘Skyfall’ premiere, it 
was perhaps no surprise that a silver Aston Martin DB5 
topped the results table. 

A 1964 model that had been partially stripped out and 
race prepared by the late Peter Wheeler of TVR fame, the 
Aston soared way beyond its estimate beforegoing to an 
American bidder for £184,800. Also hotly contested was a 
beautifully presented 1937 Alvis Speed 25 SB Charlesworth 
Saloon that was finally secured by a German collector for 
£71,600 (some £15,000 above forecast). However, perhaps 
the most surprising result of all was the price paid for a 
rather crudely made 1932 Riley Nine Special that had been 


languishing in a Cheshire barn for 30 years. With half-a- 
dozen phone bidders chasing it, the Riley eventually trebled 
its estimate before being hammered down to another Ger¬ 
man bidder for £17,000. 

More predictable was the £25,750 paid by a UK buyer for 
aleft-hand drive 1970 Porsche 911T 2.2 which confirms just 
how desirable these early 911s have become recently, even 
in basic T spec as here. 

Triumph’s TR range of sportscars always have a follow¬ 
ing and the £13,400 raised by a 1967 TR4A and the £10,500 
for a 1972 TR6 were bang on the money for good usable 
examples. Land Rovers also have many fans and a superbly 
restored 1966 Series 2A fetched a richly deserved £10,300. 

“Overall we were delighted with the results of the sale,” 
said Brightwells’ car consultant, James Dennison. “Foreign 
bidders were much in evidence and good cars are continuing 
to attract very healthy prices despite the sometimes gloomy 
news in other areas of the economy. The outlook for next 
year looks positive and we expect the market for classic cars 
will remain buoyant.”

This has resulted in a slap on the 
wrist for Toyota and a don’t do it again- 
style missive for its entertaining GT86 
television ad. 

You know, the one with the cartoon¬ 
like man enthusiastically driving a not- 
quite-real GT86 through a CGI-heavy 
landscape en route to freedom from his 
mundane (artificial) life. 

Well tough, because you won’t be 
seeing that on the telly anymore. Why? 


Because two people complained that 
the ad promoted irresponsible driving. 
Worse still, the ASA then sent out the 
‘cease and desist’ notice. 

Two people? Is this all it takes to 
shut something down? Although this is 
a deeply concerning aspect of so-called 
people power, what’s equally troubling 
is that some consumers appear unable 
to make the distinction between reality 
and fantasy. 

According to the report, particular 
attention was drawn to a sequence 
where the car is driven through a win¬ 
dow, no doubt to illustrate in a sym¬ 
bolic and dramatic way the character 
breaking free from his dull life.

New Mazda system pushes 
SUV boundaries 


With the arrival of the Mazda CX- 
5 Crossover SUV type of vehicle, 
Mazda as a company are herald¬ 
ing and proclaiming the SKY 
ACTIVE Technology System. 

They are pushing this in three key areas 
of their product range. The SKY ACTIVE 
Technology features advanced engines, 
highly efficient transmissions and sophis¬ 
ticated lightweight body and chassis tech¬ 
nology aspects. 

These three items create the rationale 
behind SKY ACTIVE. Mazda is firmly commit¬ 


ted to the internal combustion engine for the 
future unlike some manufacturers who are 
pushing hybrid electrics. 

The all-new model introduces fuel saving 
technology and new design features; there is a 
choice of two engines, al65 bhp petrol which 
was in my test vehicle, and a 150 or 175 bhp 
diesel engine. There is a choice between 2- 
wheel drive or all-wheel drive and as you would 
expect in this current day and age the CO emis¬ 
sions have been reduced dramatically to a mere 
119 kgms, with fuel economy figures improved.

Drivers will have the choice of 6-speed man¬ 
ual or an automatic option and good levels of 
specification are incorporated. 

The vehicle is a large people carrier with 
potential pseudo off-road facilities. It certainly 
has bold, contemporary styling and I think it 
makes a presence where it is parked or when it 
is driven. 

The 2-litre petrol engine is a frugal consumer 
of fuel, a week’s motoring which did incorpo¬ 
rate a lot of motorway but also a tremendous 
percentage of town driving rewarded me with a 
figure of 51 mpg which I think for the size of the 
vehicle is excellent. 

The driving dynamics showed the vehicle to 
have excellent manners and it proved a delight¬ 
ful companion. The handling of the vehicle was 
comfortable and reassuring, it didn’t rock and 
roll in any areas and motorway driving really 
was a delightful experience. 

People carrier 

Whether you would want to go the extra mile 
with the all wheel drive facility is another mat¬ 
ter. This type of vehicle as a people carrier with 
the potential of off-road facility and I say poten¬ 
tial, because people may venture into a field at 
a car boot sale but 4-wheel drive is always an 
attractive option, not just if snow is thick on the 
ground, but when the weather is abysmal, or 
the constant rain makes the road treacherous, 
it does give a reassuring aspect. 

The higher driving position and the ample 
amount of leg, head and shoulder room is 
always a pleasant feature. I liked the dash¬ 
board, especially the fact that all the instru¬ 
mentation was clear and easy to understand, 
Mazda have adopted a push button for starting 
the vehicle, and the controls on the steering 
wheel were quite useful. The seats proved to be 
very comfortable and supportive and even a 
lengthy motorway journey which incorporated

a one hour crawl at virtual no miles per hour 
due to a an incident gave no aches, pains or 
absolute dismay at being ensconced in the vehi¬ 
cle for any great length of time. 

The amount of boot space is excellent. For 
an extended holiday break it swallowed up 
the suitcases and two quite large golf bags 
and various other stuffer bags and it was all 
contained securely in the rear boot section 
underneath the canopy, nothing left for eyes 
of any miscreants or wayward person who 
fancied having a go. 

The CX-5 incorporates Mazda’s clever 
Karakuri seat folding mechanism which 
allows you to release the split folding seats by 
a handle in the boot or a button on the seat 
itself. The seats then drop automatically 


leaving you with a virtually flat floor space. 

My particular 2-litre petrol engine derivative 
was 1998 cc which gave excellent performance 
for the size of the vehicle. It is considerably 
more economical than the engine it replaces, 
Mazda are claiming a combined fuel figure of 
47.1 mpg, but I actually beat that so I was very 
impressed. 

The market place that Mazda have entered is 
a competitive and a tough one, Nissan Qashqai 
is the immediate opposition that springs to 
mind and in addition the Volkswagen Tiguan 
and of course Ford’s Kuga. I have no doubt that 
Mazda will comfortably achieve their 4,000 
sales targets for this vehicle in a full year. 

There is an 18 model range on sale now with 
prices starting from £21,395.

Exaggerated outline shows 
the way designers think 


Kia has released a concept 
drawing of its forthcoming 
procee’d GT. 

The GT will be the first perform¬ 
ance-biased Kia ever to leave the fac¬ 
tory, and it is hoped that the model 
will make inroads into what is still a 
lucrative corner of the European car 
market. 

Confirmed details are few. The 
pro cee’d GT will have a tur¬ 


bocharged 1.6-litre GDI petrol 
engine; power output is expected to 
be around 180bhp. 

Turbo 

The Hyundai Veloster Turbo 
already uses the same engine at 
that power output and it’s 
unlikely that Kia’s parent com¬ 
pany will allow the new hatch to 
outshine the range-topping 
Veloster. 


The concept wears familiar Kia 
styling, and while the overlarge 
wheels and squashed roof line are 
exaggerations of the designers’ 
eventual intent, there is little 
doubt that the GT will be a great¬ 
looking car. 

It will be launched in the second 
half of 2013, with first drives 
likely to come in August, before an 
official launch for the traditional 
new registration in September.
